A. Wilson Recommended As 
Notary Public; Standardize 
Fire Fighting Equipment 

Regular meeting of council 
was held on Tuesday evening. 
Present Mayor Aboussafy and 
councillors Dutil, Lowe, Ram¬ 
say and Wood. 

The subject of Sports Assoc, 
fees among town employees 
was again brought up. Sec¬ 
retary reported that one had 
refused to pay but that the 
others were having their dues 
deducted from their pay state¬ 
ments monthly. -Council au¬ 
thorized forms made whereby 
all new towin employees will 
agree to the check-off system 
for Sports’ Assoc, fees by sign¬ 
ing same. 

Councillor Lowe reported 
on his progress to track dCwn 
band instruments. Three in¬ 
struments were now in the 
town’s possession and he 
knew the whereabouts of 
some others. A few former 
bandsmen had reported their 
instruments but had asked 
that they be permitted to re¬ 
tain the instruments for bet¬ 
ter safekeeping. Each bands¬ 
man will be requested to sign 
a form stating a certain in¬ 
strument is in his possession 
and that he will be responsi¬ 
ble for it until such time as 
the town takes it into its pos¬ 
session. 

A recent meeting was held 
between council and officials 
of the two coal companies re. 
standardization of tire fighting 
equipment. It was agreed 
to examine all equipment to 
determine what was available 
and in future all new equip¬ 
ment will be Ordered so that it 
would be interchangeable be 
tween all three organizations 
should the need arise. The 
companies will train two men 
from each mine in firefighting 
so that they will be able to 
take charge of any fire which 
might occur in their respect¬ 
ive mines. 

The Attorney General’s 
Department answered coun¬ 
cil’s letter re the need of a 
Notary Public in town and 
asked council to recommend 
a citizen. Mr. Adam Wilson’s 
name was authorized to be 
sent to the Department for 
approval. 

Council recommended to 
Edmonton that C. C. Blue, lo¬ 
cal barber, be given Jiis pro¬ 
vincial business license. 

A bill for $25 was received 
from Blairmore Sports Assoc, 
for rental of its Boiler this 
Fall. Bill was authorized to 
be paid. 

Council passed acceptance 
of the voter’s list which will 
now determine the voters 
eligible for the Municipal 
elections in March. 

A considerable discussion 
took place over the Italian 
hall and St. John Ambulance 
New Year’s eve dance. Some 
councillors declared that they 
believed the hall would be un¬ 
safe should crowds of past 
years attempt to attend the 
dance. It was decided the 
Police committee meet St. 
John Ambulance officials and 
arrange for the policing of the 
hall, both inside and out, and 
determine how many will be 
permitted to enter the hall at 
the one time. It was also sug¬ 
gested that possibly thelOOF 
hall be engaged to handle the 
overflow and music be sup¬ 
plied by radio or gramophone.

Dr. Brayden will commence 
his new. duties on January 1, 
1949, and will work out of the 
Municipal Hospital like the 
other doctors when it opens 
sometime in January.

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Food For Britain 


MANY THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE in Canada, other parts of the Com¬ 
monwealth, and the United States have for the past eight years been send¬ 
ing parcels of food to Great Britain in an effort to relieve the shortages 
which have been acute there during that time. Many of the parcels have 
been sent directly to relatives or friends of the donors, but ttere have also 
been numerous shipments of food in bulk quantities, sent bjr governments 
and various interested groups for distribution in institutions and other 
places where there is need of Jt. Recently the British Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion published an article dealing with this subject, and giving a number of 
interesting facts and figures concerning these gifts of food which, in the 
words of the British writer "have been sent in an ever-increasing flow by 
donors in all parts of the Commonwealth and the United States.” 

Since 1940 over fifty million gift parcels of food 
Great Number have been received in Britain. The greatest number] 
p Canada sent from ai,y 0110 country has come from Canada, 

rrOsn vO Canadians having sent a total of over eleven mil¬ 

lion. The next greatest number came from the people of the United States, 
who have sent ten and one half million parcels since 1940. These, together 
with gifts from other parts of the British Commonwealth have swelled the 
total number of packages received until the end of August, 1948; to fifty- ' 
one and a half million. In 1940, one and a half million individual food par¬ 
cels reached Britain, while last year, they numbered fourteen and a quarter 
million. In addition to parcels sent by individual donors, the Common- i 
wealth countries and the United States have sent more than 106 million 
pounds of gift food in bulk during the past two years. All food received 1 
in this way is distributed to hospitals and charitable institutions and care 
is taken to see that it reaches the needy, the sick and the aged.

ious to share the generous food supplies which are ob¬ 
tainable here with the British people. Few of these donors would wish to 
be thanked for what they do, but it is interesting to learn that recently a 
"thank you” exhibition was opened in London by Mr. John Strachey, the 
Minister of Food. This exhibition included a series of photographs showing 
how gifts of bulk food are collected and packed and the manner in which 
they are distributed in Britain among the aged and the needy. They also 
showed "something of the deep gratitude felt by all those who receive the 
welcome parcels from overseas.” While it is to be hoped that the food 
situation in Britain will greatly improve before long, it is also to be hoped 
that the splendid generosity shown by this and other countries during the 
past eight years, will continue as long as there is need for it.

Much of this money is being saved 
because there is only a limited sup¬ 
ply of heavy goods, such as cars and 
farm machinery, on which to spend 
it, and it is this surplus which will 
stand in good stead in less expansive 
days. 

While much is being saved, much 
also is going into circulation for 
farm repairs and modernization, or 
purchase of more land. In many 
places the farm kitchen is turning 
from the old-fashioned range to a 
citified planned layout—with an as¬ 
sist from rural electrification and 
modern fuels. 

Across the provinces departments 
of agriculture and universities as 
well as farmers themselves, are giv¬ 
ing thought to keeping farming on a 
profitable level.

Generally the reply is believed to 
be “yes” for several reasons: 

1. Increased population both in 
Canada and the United States, par¬ 
ticularly in the United States. 

2. Increased industrialization In 
both countries which leads not only 
to greater demands for the higher- 
priced type of crop. 

3. Belief that the United States is 
close to the limit, under present cir¬ 
cumstances, of her agricultural pro¬ 
duction and that she will have to 
turn more and more to Canada for 
food, just as she is doing for min¬ 
erals. 

4. Because much of the world is 
hungry and it_ is inexpedient politi¬ 
cally, aside from humane reasons, to 
allow it to remain so.
